IN VIEW of the attacks to which McGill 
' co-eds have been subject recently, it 
has been prenerally felt among the more 
n.ssertive that it would be worth their 
while to adopt some means of self-defence 
against these trenchant onslaughts.

{Continued fnini Page One) 
spread knowledyc of. things as they 
are than is the ca,^e at present. 

There is a tremendous lad,- of 
appreciation among Ibe underyrad- 
uates of Mcdill of the opportunities 
that are open to them here at col- 
lege, were they only aware of them. 
I should say that ninr.ly per cent aj 
the men and women ii'/io receive 
Iheir deijrees from the Fninersily 
have. mi.^sed nearly a half of the 
benefits they might have derived 
from the undergraduate year.^. I 
hesitate to bring up the subject of 
student apathy al this lime because 
most platjorms contain some refer- 
ence to "Down with student 
apathy" and it becomes mouoton- 
0U.S. But h would like to introduce 
a nol-so-familiar note by askinp, "Is 
student apathy as much a cause as 
it is an effect:'" It is true that a 
great many people do not know 
and never learn that the more one 
puis into auylliing the more one 
gets put of il. Here we have 
"cause". But I am inclined to think 
that the majority case is "effect", 
u'liere ignorance of the possibilities 
lies al the roof of the trouble. 

There is an appalling amouul of 
ignorance prevalent conceruiitg the 
very Ihings that every student is 
suppo.wt lo know all about as soon 
OS he or .v/i<: <'o/iic.\- to .Mcdill. .\iid 
in these three words "supposed to 
know" we hove the whole difficulty 
in a uutshell. How do you know 
that your represculaiivc to' the 
councH Js Ml drawing a salary (or 
it'.' (! can assure you he or she i.i 
not, but that is beside the point.) 
My point is this, thai for various 
reasons, information on these and 
other matters is uol nearly o.i gen- 
erally available as it should be. 
What could be expected but 
apathy? 

Tliis ignorance is not confined 
to polilics. It crisis with reference 
to every organization on the cam- 
pus. There arc many stuiients who 
would find some lasting interest 
among the many and diiierse ac- 
tivities which e,ri.^t for this reason 
if tltey only knew that they have 
the opporiunily. And in so doing 
they would probably be amazed lo 
find that the value they derive from 
Iheir college education ivas^doubled 
or trebled at least. Of coii'rse there 
are a great many who do not realize 
that they have lime for exlracur- 
ricuhr uclivitics but as a member 
of one of Ihe busiest facnltics I con- 
tend lliat the time element could 
be managed, oitce tlie interest waii 
aromed. That Hie interest can be 
aroused by a more intimate and less 
impersonal system of information 
is my conviction. Whetlier or uol 
anything conies of this depends on 
your cooperation. The rest is up 
lo you. 'Thank you for your con- 
sideration.
